And Not Get Lost

Expanded bus service to El 
Camino College, Cren.shaw 
and Redondo Beach Boule­ 
vard Sj will be provided by the 
MTA with the opening of fall 
semester Sept. 11.

The college service will op­ 
erate Monday through Satur­ 
day on the MTA's Redondo 
Beach-Crenshaw Line ]01 as 
part of an overall improve­ 
ment program on all MTA 
lines In this area.

A new guide to MTA serv­ 
ice in the Centinela Valley 
and South Bay area was re­ 
leased today by the Metro­ 
politan Transit Authority.

The new, "Fast, Easy Way" 
guide was published as a pre­ 
lude to the service improve­ 
ments, regroupings and trans­ 
fer benefits which" will be­ 
come* effective on MTA lines 
operating In the area begin­ 
ning September 10.

Among the major improve­ 
ments will be the extention 
of the Hawthorne-Inglewood- 
Los Angeles Line 5 from 
Hawthorne Blvd. and Broad­ 
way, Hawthorne, 3.4-miles 
south to Hawthorne Blvd. and 
Artesia St. (South Bay Shop- 
ping Center) and the exten­ 
sion of the Crenshaw-Vine 
St. Line 85 from Crenshaw 
Blvd and Manchester Avt. 3 
miles south to Crenshaw and 
El Segundo Blvds.

Direct through service to 
and from various other areas 
in the South Bay and Centi­ 
nela Valley area along with 
later evening service are oth­ 
er features of the expanded 
program.

In addition, duplicate fares 
now required between the 
former Cross Town lines in 
the South Bay and Centinela 
Valley and regular MTA lines 
 will be eliminated with the 
establishment of universal 
transfer privileges and elimi­ 
nating duplicate fares, a 22Vfc- 
rent token fare (25-cents cash)

Travelers Aid Society Is 
now recruiting volunteers for 
once-a-week four-hour watch­ 
es at Los Angeles' new multi- 
million dollar jet-age air ter­ 
minal, according to Eleanor 
McCreery, staff worker in 
charge of volunteers.

The society, a Community 
Chest service, stations work­ 
ers at bus, railway, and air 
terminals .Last year the Los 
Angeles agency helped 60,707 
confused, lost, or otherwise 
distressed travelers   23,230 
at the airport.

Mrs. McCreery, who can be 
reached at MA 5-2501, said 
"our requirements for volun­ 
teers are simple. They must 
be intelligent people with 
patience, tolerance, and sym­ 
pathy for others in trouble."

When all six satellites of 
the new terminal ase in oper- 
atiin, Travelers Aid will need 
more than 100 volunteers. 
Previously 20 covered all 
necessary posts.

Each volunteer worker Is 
asked to take one four hour 
watch each week, starting at 
7 or 11 a.m. or 3 or 7 p.m., as 
the volunteer finds it most 
convenient.

Space Technology 
Lab Opens Soon

Approximately 2,000 em­ 
ployees of Space Technology 
Laboratories, Inc., will report, 
for work at the new Space 
Technology Center, Space 
Park, Redondo Beach, during 
November and December, ac­ 
cording to F. W. Hesse, vice 
president for administration 
and finance.

They will be the first of 
more than 5,000 scheduled to 
occupy the 110-acre complex 
at Compton and Aviation 
boulevards.

Some 1,300 STL personnel 
will be moved in the Novem­ 
ber increment and will occu­ 
py offices and laboratories in 
two engineering research 
buildings, scheduled for com­ 
pletion Nov. 1, are the first to 
he finished in the -construc­ 
tion program which was be­ 
gun last December by Twaits- 
Wittenberg Company, c o n- 
tractors for STL.

A third building, the five- 
story engineering office struc­ 
ture designated Building E, 
will be ready in December 
and occupied by approximate­ 
ly 600 personnel.

The fourth building cur­ 
rently under construction, a 
specially-designed manufac­ 
turing structure for building

and testing space vehicles, is 
scheduled for, completion in 
January. The center will ulti­ 
mately comprise 13 buildings.

A clean, contemporary de­ 
sign is stressed throughout 
the new sitt structures. The 
research buildings and the 
five-story engineering build- 

ling will have floor-to-ceiling 
i walls of glass, with a glass j 
sunshade overhang. j

The structures ftature 
"double-loaded" type offices, 
in which entrance from-the 
hall is first to a secretarial 
bay, and then to six offices 
surrounding the bay. Mini­ 
mum size office at the /% om- 
plex will be 120 square feet.

The steel-frame and con­ 
crete manufacturing build- 
ing, Building M. will houst 
special! y-designed "clean 
rooms" in which temperature 
humidity, barometric pres­ 
sure and dust particle content 
will be closely controlled for 
critical work on spacecraft.

Building M will be the 
scene of fabrication and test! 
work on the Orbiting Geo-j 
physical Observatory (0 G O) 
fof which STL is under con­ 
tract to the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration.
